The weather lately has been very favour- 
able for mining pursuits, — rather cliangeablo, 
ceitainly, but upon tho whole wo could hardly 
desire better. Water is plentiful, and likely 
to continue so : we may therefore look for- 
ward to a very Buccesaful season for sluioers 
and others whoso operations depend on a 
and copious supply of the limpid 
, A largo and increased area of sluic- 
i/^^Tound ^vill be worked in the district this 
year, and will, I hope, have the effect of 
tnniing the attention of the Commissioners 
of Water Supply to our wants in their line. 
A portion of the Loan might be very judi- 
ciously expended in bringing in the waters 
of the Hawea, the Lindis, or Clouden Creek 
and its tributaries. The extent of payable 
ground, I can aftirm from pcraonal observa- 
tion, is unsuipassed in any other district. I 
do not say it is rich; but with plenty of 
water for an aid, it could be made to yield a 
comfortable subsistence to a large population ; 
mul as the gold was traced b;ick to its source, 
ground might be opened efjual to anything 
yet discovered iu the Province. The present 
indications certainly point to such a consum- 
mation, if a fair trial was given to tho im- 
mense terraced plateau extending along the 
Clutha from Wanaka to Wakefield. Water 
alone is wanted,- — and on the acquisition of 
this desideratum I would advise all interested 
iu the welfare of the place to concentrate 
tiieir energies : it is worth the trial. 

It is a pity that Mr IIo Ah Mee’s applica- 
tion for a folathun for bringing that moral 
}!est, the Celestial, among us, was not referred 
to the miners, I believe, if such had been 
done, his reward w'ould have been the treat- 
ment accorded to terrier pups about to com- 
uieiice active life— viu., amputation of ears 
and tail, — and a fitting one, too, for his 
philanthropic (0 elforts. Wo hava a few of 
Ills followers here, aud^ as is generally re- 
rimrked of tho race, they are very iiKhwtrious, 
so nuieli si.'*, indeed, that they are only 
satisfied with workiivg seven diya iuthe week. 
I will venture to reniiirkthat if any European 
luiuera persisted in tho Sthbith de.sccration 
in tho same way. the vigilant Q) eye of the 
jiolice would soon be upon thorn ; but then 
'■ is allowed latitude, being ao simple 
and imsoplri.sticated. It seems to me that 
tho Ohiimse iivo to the goM-fidds what the 
r:;'Ai.f is to tho vegetable kingfhmi, a deadly 
lihiiht, leav ing only desolation in their wake. 

The lliae iincl Sfiiiic O.Miiviany are con- 
wrructiiig a driiy track U> tli^irrcGf, and mak- 
ing additions to tlioir ah'oady substantial re- 
sidences : this looks like business. TlieAlta 
Company have not yet commenced ci'u.sliing, 
“Why, I cannot understand ; ns there is 
plenty of water for the mill, and their work- 
higa aj'e completely blocked up with tlic stone 
raised from the reef. Tlie Cololongh Co. are 
glutting out u quantity of stone, wliich is im- 
r*roving in appearance, A cinisiderable fall 
of eaidh took place in their workings last 
Week, fortviiutely during tha night when the 
men were away ; it was caused by the water 
from the late rains percolating through the 
f^hite, bringing too much pressure on the tim- 
ber, which gave wvay. The damage ia now re 
liaived. Their mill is at work. The Aurora 
Ooinpany is still sinking along.side the reef, 
ivlth a view to furtlver prosperting. The 
Ch’omweU Co.’s butteries are in full swing. 
They are now raising the stone by horse- 
power, cfiecting a great saving in labonr ; of 
course there are aa yet no returns, but we 
itL'.y soon expect to lieur of a few tolerable 
c.ikcs to HwoU ytAtr Escort. 

Tliore ha^ been, I am sorry to say, a deal 
of sickness here lately, due .1 .suppose to tlie 
titfiil changes of the weather. It is mostly 
in the form of a severe cold or catan'h, and 
fi'om ite vmiveraality may be pronounced epi- 
demic. Tlie return of warm weather will, 
however, soon iiieud this state of tilings.

1 liavc Vciy little nows to communicate this 
V'Qok, matters not having os yet made Unit 
vigorous start which might naturally bo ex- 
pected on the mlvcnt cf Spring. Most min- 
ing conipaiues lioro, like the serpent tribe, 
Kcem to assume the torpid .state, out of which 
it is jinpoasible to nwako tlicni to vihiUty un- 
til the appointed season.

I sincerely hope to see 
our Quai-tz Mining Companies arrive at that 
fin.incial position which will enablo them to 
continue their operations right through the 
inter, coiitidoiit that both they and tho dia- 
trict gcuerallv will be greatly benefited 
thereby.

A number of visitors have lately inspected 
the reef in Thoiui)aoii’s Greek, and all apeak 
very favourably of its prospects. Machinery 
is all that is wanted, water-power bring al- 
ready on tlie claim, Where arc our specula- 
tors 1 The Rise and Shino Company have 
re-commonced prospecting their great reef, 
and fmm all accounts it is likely to retain the 
character given of it by me in a former com- 
munication.
